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WAR COSTS BRITAIN 


$10,000,000 DAILY 


Bill for Year Over $5,000,- 
000,000—Debt Already Al- 
most Doubled—Part of 
Britain to Be Defined. 


London, May 4.—David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, today gave 
the British public further Insight into 
what the war is costing the nation. 

The expenditure now, Mrj Loyd- 
George said, was $10,500,000 daily, and 
he added that if the war continued for 
a year Great Britain's bill would be up- 
ward of $5,000,000,000. The debt of 
the country, according to Mr. Lloyd- 
George, already had been almost 
bled and stood well over the $5,000,000,- 
000 mark. 

The chancellor declined to predict 
the length of. the war. He introduced 
no measures calling for new taxes, al- 
though he hinted that such a step likely 
would have to be taken. There was 
little discussion of the budget itself and 
the usual income tax resolutions were 
passed before the house adjourned. 

Mr. Lloyd-George said he was able 
to réport that the revenue of the coun- 
try had exceeded the estimates and that 
the sur-tax and income taxpayers were 
sending their money with unusual ce- 
lerity.

The farmer who gets all the food he 
needs for himself and family out of the 
ground and all the clothing he must have 
from the animals around him, or at least 
through commutation of their products, may 
hold his cotton ds a surplus crop and count 
the proceeds of it as pure profit. If he 
raises cotton alone, it may take every bale 
of it and sometimes more to pay him out; 
if he raises everything he uses, he has no 
bills t pay his Stands to his 
credit in the bank.

There come frequently to New York 
ports which tell of the vigor and persistency 
with which the new generation in lLouisana 
is preparing for the full utilization of the 
natural resources of that state. Much of 
this work has been accomplished through 
the aid of local capital. These are public 
undertakings, differing in that sense from 
the amazing development by private capital 
of the sulphur deposits beneath the of 
Louisiana, a development which ts now giving | 

the United States pre-eminence the | 
sulphur markets of the world. 

Reliable information has just heen 
brought to New York of the completion re- 
cently of public work in Louisiana whereby 
nearly seventy square miles of soil which 
heretofore has been useless, because it was 
saturated with water, has been reclaimed. 
it is within a short distance from New 
Orleans. Its oultivation will considerably 
increase the abkready very large resorces, 
measured by dollars, of Loulsiana. It is the 
understanding that this is only the begin- 
ning. 

A quarter of a century 
represented, in part, Louisiana in the 
States senate, spoke, both privately 
informally, and, when opportunity offer- 
ed, in the senate, or at least in committees 
of the senate, of his belief that Louisiana 
through reclamation work carried on by the 
state or by local authorities, and supple- 
mented by improvements of the Mississippi 
river, would be recognized as one the 
greatest of the agricultural states the 
union. He foresaw cultivation of corn upon 
a very large scale and an Increase in the 
output of sugar and the profitable cultiva- 
tion of grain and early garden truck, going 
far as to say that the time was not dis- 
tant when Louisiana would be furnishing 
vast supplies of strawberries along the whole 
line of the Mississippi such early 
crops a& to make the marketing of them 
very profitable.

‘He called attention to the part of the state law wiich refers to 
‘BONA FIDE’ PLACES FOR THE SALE OF LIQUOR, and 
said that some clubs came under this head and some did not.” 


Reporter and paper made the mistake of believing that the law 
of Georgia permits alcohol to be sold in locker clubs. 


Juge Hill actually said: 


“AS TO THE LOCKER CLUBS, YOU MUST REMEMBER
